Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. Section seventy-six of chapter sixty-five
of the general statutes of this etate, is hereby amended
by adding at the end of eaid section the following provi-
sions, viz :

If an execution shall not have been issued prior to tho
delivery of a transcript of the iudjnnent to the iudermeut

The judgment creditor may file such transcript
with the clerk of the district court where the judgment is
docketed, who shall, thereupon, make a note of the facts
in the docket of such judgment in his office, and thereafter
execution may issue as provided in section seventy-one of
this chapter for the amount of the original judgment un-
satisfied at the time of issuing the same, and interest and
coats accrued.
